The  President's  message  to  alumni

At  the  Baccalaureate  Mass  on  14 
June  G.  Bernard  Weiler  3T1  was  invest- 
ed as  Honorary  Fellow  of  the  Universi- 
ty of  St.  Michael's  College,  joining  oth- 
er Honorary  Fellows  Louis  "Bud" 
Odette,  Harold  Murphy,  and  Bill 
Broadhurst. 

Since  his  graduation,  Bernie  Weiler 
has  been  a  loyal  and  creative  alumnus  of 
St.  Michael's.  His  dedication  to  the  Col- 
lege has  been  shown  not  only  by  finan- 
cial assistance,  but  by  his  volunteer  serv- 
ice as  advisor,  and  as  active  planner  and 
participant  in  the  Michaelmas  confer- 
ence from  its  earliest  days. 

In  the  59th  year  of  his  practice  of 
law  in  Northern  Ontario,  Bernie  still 
has  the  pioneer  spirit  which  took  him 
north  in  1934  and  has  sustained  him  there 
ever  since.  Hjs  volunteer  service  to  the 
Thunder  Bay  civic  and  religious  com- 
munities is  extensive,  including  Presi- 
dency of  the  McKellar  General  Hospi- 
tal, work  for  the  Canadian  National  In- 
stitute for  the  Blind,  Chancellor  of 
Lakehead  University,  and  leadership  and 
assistance  to  the  St.  Joseph's  Founda- 
tion and  to  the  St.  Joseph's  Heritage  of 
Sault  St.  Marie.  The  quality  of  his  con- 
tribution to  the  legal  profession  was  re- 
cently recognized  when  he  was  award- 
ed the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada 
Medal,  the  highest  honour  bestowed  by 
that  Society.  Bernie  Weiler  was  pr^ 
sented  to  the  Class  of  9T3  (which  in- 
cluded two  of  his  granddaughters)  as  a 
model,  like  the  other  Honorary  Fellows 
of  St.  Michael's,  upon  which  they  could

The  Mass,  celebrated  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Archbishop  Aloysius 
Ambrozic,  began  with  the  in- 
vestiture of  Mr.  G.  Bernard 
Weiler  as  an  Honorary  Fellow 
of  St.  Michael's. 

After  the  Mass  there  were 
coffee  and  cookies  in  the  Odette 
Centre  and  then  on  to  Convo- 
cation Hall  for  the  degree-con- 
ferring ceremony,  during 
which  each  graduate  was  hood- 
ed individually  and  congratu- 
lated by  UofT  Chancellor  Rose 
Wolfe  or  by  President  Robert 
Prichard. 

The  1993  Convocation  concluded  with 
a  buffet-reception-awards  ceremony  in  the 
Odette  Centre  at  which  Brigid  Ganey  re- 
ceived the  Principal's  Medal,  an  award  cre- 
ated by  the  family  of  former  Principal  Law- 
rence Lynch  3T6  to  recognize  the  graduat- 
ing student  who  best  embodies  the  ethos 
and  pnnciples  of  St.  Michael's.  The  Dunphy 
Medal,  established  by  the  St.  Michael's  fac- 
ulty and  staff  in  honour  of  former  Princi- 
pal William  Dunphy  4T8  was  awarded  for 
the  first  time.  The  Dunphy  Medal  recog-

nizes  a  graduating  student  who  has  shown 
in  praaical  ways  concern  for  social  issues 
in  the  College  and  in  the  civic  community. 
The  first  winner  was  John  Plater,  who  has 
been  active  in  social  health  issues  and  in 
work  with  youth.  Former  Principals 
Lynch  and  Dunphy  presented  the  medals 
struck  in  their  honor.

Two  well  known  Basilian  members  of  the  St.  Michael's  fam- 
ily died  this  past  spring,  Father  Robert  Scollard  2T8,  and  Father 
Brian  Hennessey. 

The  last  issue  of  this  newsletter  reponed  the  celebration  on 
20  December  1992  of  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  Father  Scollard's 
ordination  to  the  Priesthood.  Within  a  few  months  of  that  cele- 
bration his  health  failed  and  he  had  to  be  hospitalized.  In  his 
inimitable  way,  he  rallied  and  returned  to  the  College  for  another 
few  weeks,  but  it  became  obvious  that  he  needed  more  specialized 
care  and  moved  to  the  Basilian  Fathers  Residence  in  the  Cardinal 
Flahiff  Centre.  A  weakening  heart  caused  circulatory  and  renal 
complications,  and  he  died  peacefully  the  morning  of  25  June. 

St.  Michael's  owes  much  to  Father  Scollard,  and  partially 
acknowledged  that  debt  by  granting  him  an  Honorary  Doctorate 
in  1982.  The  three  libraries  (Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval 
Studies,  St.  Basil's  Seminary,  St.  Michael's  College  undergraduate 
library)  that  now  form  the  John  M.  Kelly  Library  were  all  influ- 
enced in  the  early  stages  of  their  development  by  Father  Scollard's 
nurturing  hand.  He  was  named  the  first  official  College  Archivist 
well  after  reaching  retirement  age,  and  the  beauty  of  the  St. 
Michael's  campus  is  in  no  small  way  owing  to  Father  Scollard's 
quiet,  persistent  and  persevering  attention.  Until  a  few  weeks 
before  his  death  he  continued  to  exercise  his  talent  for  spotting  a 
drab,  deserted  little  spot  and  transforming  it  into  a  "garden  of 
surprise  and  delight."  But  the  work  to  which  he  was  most  dedi- 
cated was  the  spiritual  welfare  of  God's  People.  First  and  fore- 
most he  was  a  priest,  and  for  almost  all  of  his  sixty  ordained  years 


he  ministered  tirelessly  and  faithfully  to  the  students,  staff  and 
faculty  of  St.  Michael's.  He  seemed  to  be  ever  available  for 
confession  and  counselling.  Many  alumni  and  alumnae  can  testi- 
fy to  his  kindness  to  them  in  times  of  difficulty  and  illness. 

Father  Bnan  Hennessey's  eight-year  struggle  with  Leukemia 
ended  peacefully  early  Sunday  morning  23  May.  For  thirty  four 
of  his  thirty  seven  years  as  a  priest  he  lived  at  St.  Michael's. 
Except  for  his  two  years  as  Registrar,  Father  Hennessey  was  a 
respected  and  enjoyed  member  of  the  English  Department.  As 
his  students  can  testify,  his  insights,  his  experience  and  his  bril- 
liant wit  made  his  classes  special.  As  Father  Fred  Black,  C.S.B. 
noted  in  his  homily  at  Father  Hennessey's  funeral,  he  was  an 
effective  teacher,  "communicating  his  spontaneous  enthusiasm 
for  the  ideas  and  insights  he  saw  in  what  he  taught,  providing  an 
inspiring  example  of  what  it  is  to  be  a  teacher,  and  coming  across 
with  an  unpretentious  humanity  that  made  him  always  ready  to 
be  not  only  a  teacher  but  a  friend."  In  the  preface  to  his  book 
T.S. Eliot  and  the  Romantic  Critical  Tradition,  long-time  friend 
and  former  student  Professor  Edward  Lobb  6T8  credited  Father 
Hennessey  with  leading  him  to  an  enthusiasm  for  Eliot  and  to 
the  realization  that  "teaching  is  an  art."  There  are  many  memo- 
ries of  Father  Hennessey's  sharp  wit  and  verbal  play.  One  of  his 
colleagues  received  a  post  card  of  the  Acropolis  from  him  on 
which  was  written,  "Nobody  knows  the  rubble  I've  seen!" 

Father  Robert  Scollard  and  Father  Brian  Hennessey  con- 
tributed greatly  in  different  ways  to  the  St.  Michael's  tradition. 
We  are  all  most  grateful  for  their  contributions.

Once  again  they  stood  NUMBER  1 
as  Annual  Fund  donors  in  the  University 
of  Toronto.  Over  $600,000  w;is  donated 
by  a  record  4,163  donors;  almost  25%  of 
our  graduates  contributed. 

Where  does  that  money  go?  Even  a 
partial  list  is  long:  to  the  distinctive  and 
highly  respected  academic  College  pro- 
grammes such  as  Christianity  and  Culture 
and  Celtic  Studies;  to  the  St.  Michael's  chap- 
laincy; to  scholarships  and  bursaries  for  new 
students;  to  assist  m  the  unique  academic 
counsellingsummer  sessions  for  in-coming 
students;  to  the  John  M.  Kelly  Library  ac- 
quisitions; to  the  SMC  Continuing  Studies, 
from  which  so  many  alumni  and  alumnae 
benefit  and  which  is  having  such  an  impact 
on  teachers;  to  ensuring  the  safety  of  the 
men  and  women  involved  in  College  ath- 
letics; to  bring  special  lecturers  and  speak- 
ers to  the  campus.  Contributors  to  the 
Annual  Fund  make  these,  and  other  special 
things  that  make  St.  Michael's  unique  hap- 
pen. To  all  Annual  Fund  Donors  a  very

BUT-  there  is  another  trait  of  annual 
fund  drives;  they  happen  every  year. 

Many  of  you,  if  not  all,  are  aware  from 
your  summer  mail  that  the  1993-94  St. 
Michael's  Annual  Fund  has  begun.  Our 
goal  is  $600,000,  a  goal  we  achieved  last 
year-and  which  we  must  reach  again  this 
year.  So,  you  may  ask,  how  come  we  do 
not  raise  our  sights?  READ  ON! 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  St. 
Michael's  Alumni  Association  has  made  a 
big  and  daring  decision.  After  discussions 
at  its  meetings  and  after  consultation  with 
the  administration  of  the  College,  they  de- 
cided two  things.  First,  the  Annual  Fund 
goal  would  remain  at  $600,000  (still  the 
highest  goal  of  any  UotT  College,  Faculty, 
or  School)  and  the  funds  would  continue 
to  support  the  projects  outlined  above. 
Secondly,  they  committed  themselves  and 
all  of  us  to  join  with  the  other  members  of 
the  St.  Michael's  Family  in  a  special  five- 
year  campaign,  "Secure  the  Tradition," 
which  will  raise  funds  to  keep  St.  Michael's 
College  St.  Michael's  College. 

Why  are  these  additional  funds  need- 
ed? President  Richard  Alway's  message  on 
page  one  of  this  newsletter  answers  that 
question,  and  also  outlines  what  internal 
fiscal  measures  the  College  has  taken  to 
meet  what  is  without  question  a  major  cri- 
sis in  the  history  of  St.  Michael's. 

The  collapse  of  the  Bay  Street  land  sale 
was  welcomed  by  many,  but  that  collapse 
and  the  loss  of  the  annual  option  payments 
of  $1  million  have  put  the  College  at  great 
risk.  None  of  us  wants  to  see  that  land  go, 
but  its  sale,  or  a  massive  cash  windfall  of

$30-40  million,  is  necessary  for  the  College 
to  stay  alive.  So,  what  does  all  this  mean 
for  uSj  the  alumni,  alumnae  and  friends  of 
St.  Michael's?  To  put  it  bluntly,  it  means 
that  you  will  be  asked  to  continue  (or  be- 
gin !)  your  generous  support  of  the  Annual 
Fund  and  also  be  ;isked  to  help  keep  St.

straight  year  the  College  presented  a  high- 
ly successful  programme  of  academic  ori- 
entation for  all  incommg  first  year  students. 
The  process  of  renewal  and  rejuvenation 
represented  by  the  arrival  of  each  new  class 
on  campus  was  again  underway. 

Over  the  next  four  years  the  Class  of 
9T7  will  take  its  place  alongside  its  prede- 
cessors in  the  ongoing  St.  Michael's  tradi- 
tion. Also  during  the  summer,  a  group  of 
alumni/ae  representing  a  span  of  almost 
fifty  years  of  graduating  classes  held  meet- 
ings, poured  over  lists  and  undertook  the 
myriad  of  tasks  involved  in  planning  and 
preparing  a  major  fundraising  initiative  de- 
signed to  guarantee  that  the  College's  tradi- 
tion will  continue  into  the  future,  secure 
and  vibrant  despite  the  serious  challenge  to 
St.  Michael's  continuing  operation. 

Last  December  you  received  my  letter 
outlining  the  critical  financial  situation  St. 
Michael's  was  facing  as  a  result  of  the  col- 
lapse of  the  Bay  Street  land  sale.  Since  last 
fall  the  College  has  had  to  address  a  ver>' 
real  threat  to  its  future.  A  great  tradition  is 
in  danger  of  ending  and  we,  as  graduates  of 
St.  Michael's,  just  cannot  let  that  happen. 
Our  College  represents  an  internationally 
respected  tradition  of  141  years  of  Catholic 
higher  education.  And,  I  suggest,  our  en- 
tire society  needs  what  St.  Michael's  is  able 
to  offer  -  an  influential  voice  announcing 
the  uncompromising  presence  of  Catholic 
teaching  and  learning. 

In  the  past  two  years  the  College  has 
developed  and  implemented  a  comprehen- 
sive financial  plan.  We  began  with  our 
expenditures  and,  through  a  combination 
of  administrative  wage  freezes,  voluntary 
restraints  and  staff  layoffs  unprecedented 
in  their  extent,  have  now  cut  our  annual 
operating  deficit  by  almost  forty  per  cent. 
Needless  to  say,  this  has  not  been  easy  but 
it  has  been  accomplished,  I  believe,  with- 
out compromising  essential  activity.  As 
President,  I  can  tell  you  it  represents  the 
realistic  limit  of  what  we  can  do  through 
stringent  internal  economies. 

To  meet  the  challenge  presented  to  St. 
Michael's  by  the  termination  of  the  land 
sale,  we  are  now  launching  an  appeal  to 
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graduates  and  friends  of  the  College  for  $2 
million.  The  St.  Michael's  "Secure  the  Tra- 
dition" Appeal  will  go  forward  over  a  five 
year  period  and  its  objective  will  be  over 
and  above  the  Annual  Fund  goal  which  is 
already  included  in  our  operating  budget. 
At  $2  million  the  alumni  share  of  the  $6.5 
million  we  need  to  secure  the  St.  Michael's 
tradition  is  the  largest.  As  such  it  is  central 
to  our  success. 

Encouraging  news  is  that  we  have  re- 
ceived major  commitments  from  the 
Basilian  Fathers,  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph, 
the  Loretto  Sisters,  other  religious  com- 
munities, private  foundations  and  individ- 
uals in  Canada.  These  sources  and  others 
will  be  asked  to  share  in  helping  us  raise  the 
remainder  of  our  overall  goal  of  $6.5  mil- 
lion. 

The  bald  fact  is  that  the  $2  million 
alumni  goal  is  central  to  the  future  of  St. 
Michael's.   Our  histor\'  through  almost  a 


century  and  a  half  has  depended  on  the 
religious  communities  that  founded  and 
have  operated  St.  Michael's.  Priests  and 
sisters  have  atted  as  our  "living  endowment" 
through  their  direct  donations  and  fore- 
gone salaries.  Their  numbers,  as  we  all 
know,  have  declined  over  the  past  two  dec- 
ades. Now  IS  the  time  for  the  laity  to  take  a 
fuller  share  of  financial  responsibility  for 
our  College.  The  future  of  St.  Michael's 
depends  on  our  willingness,  yours  and  mine, 
to  accept  this  urgent  invitation.  It  has  fall- 
en to  our  generation  to  determine  whether 
St.  Michael's  can  and  will  continue. 

You  will  shortly  be  receiving  a  letter 
from  me  asking  for  your  support  of  the 
College.  As  graduates,  we  are  the  ones  who 
have  benefitted  most  directly  from  St. 
Michael's  rich  religious  and  intellectual  tra- 
dition, Acting  together,  we  can  now  se- 
cure that  tradition  as  our  legacy  to  future 
generations  of  students.  Others  did  it  for 
us;  it  is  now  our  turn.

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THE  THIRTEENTH  KELLY  LECTURE  IN 
THEOLOGY  WARMLY  RECEIVED  AND 
HIGHLY  PRAISED

Father  Bryan  Hehir,  Pastor  of  St  Paul  Church,  Cambridge,  Massa- 
chusetts, Head  Chaplain  for  Harvard  University,  and  Professor  at 
Harvard  Divinity  School,  delivered  the  thirteenth  Kelly  Lecture  on  2 
Februar)'  1993  to  over  three  hundred  people  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of 
Brennan  Hall. 

In  a  thoroughly  researched  and  well  organized  lecture  entitled 
"Pacem  in  Terris  after  Thirty  Years:  A  New  Opportunity,"  Father 
Hehir  presented  clearly  and  cogently  the  thesis  that  the  world  is  readier 
today  for  Pope  John  XXIII's  teachings  on  peace  and  war  than  it  was  in 
April  1963  when  the  encyclical  Pacem  in  Terris  appeared.  When  the 
Pope  called  for  disarmament,  mutual  trust,  and  concern  for  the  interna- 
tional common  good,  many  world  leaders  admired  but  did  not  heed  him. 

However,  thirty  years  later,  changed  international  relationships,  reduced  nuclear  danger,  questions  about  the  role  of  the  nation 
state,  and  other  new  factors  create,  in  Father  Hehir's  view,  a  "new  opportunity"  to  develop  John  XXIII's  insights.  Father  Hehir 
maintained  that  in  this  new  situation  Catholic  educational  institutions  must  develop  more  fully  a  basis  for  a  synthesis  of  Faith  and 
reason,  of  moral  wisdom  and  professional,  technical  knowledge.  "We  urgently  need  forums  where  the  Catholic  traditions  of 
substantively  engaging  world  issues  are  addressed.  And  we  need  a  critical  mass  of  people  working  at  it,"  he  said.  He  called  for  a 
Catholic  higher  education  well-grounded  in  the  philosophical  and  theological  learning  which  would  equip  new  generations  for  the 
important  task  of  thinking  through  world  issues  both  professionally  and  in  the  light  of  Faith. 

Those  who  attended  the  thirteenth  Kelly  Lecture  are  more  fully  aware  than  ever  why  Father  Bryan  Hehir  is  a  principal  advisor 
to  the  United  States  Catholic  Bishops  and  a  Vatican  delegate  to  the  United  Nations  in  matters  of  international  politics,  peace  and 
justice.
